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however, that the provisions of this section relative to attendance
at professional schools for teachers shall not apply to persons
who have taught successfully in the public schools for at least
eight months prior to July 1, 1910, nor to graduates from free
high school teachers’ training courses which had been especially
approved by the state superintendent prior to July 1, 1910, nor
to graduates jrom teachers’ training courses equiralent therelo,
which, since July 1, 1910, have been, or which in the future may
he, adopted by any high school board, or beard of education, and
approved by the state superintendent, and provided further,
that the provisions of this section relative to attendance at pro-
fessional schools for teachers shall not apply to persons in coun-
ties sn which no professional schools for tcachers are situated,
if the county superintendent of any such ocounty shall approve
of the reasons advanced by any such person for non-attendance
at any such professional schools for teachers.

SectioNn 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree frow
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 133.

AN ACT to create section 376—8 of the statutes, relating to
memorial hall, and making an appropriation therefor.
The people cf the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follmes:

SectioN 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Seetion 376—8. 1. There shall he appropriated annu-
ally for the use of the custodian of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’
Memorial Hall the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, which
money shall be used by him for the purchase and rebinding of
hooks, the purchase and framing of pictures, the procuring of
war relics, and for such other purposes as shall, in the judgment
of the said custodian, best answer the purpose for which the said
hall is established.

2. The money thus appropriated shall he paid out of the state
treasury upon vouchers certified hy the custodian and approved
hy the governor.

Skcrion 2. This aet shall take effect and he in foree from
and after its passage and publieation.
